Town buys 
bulk water 
station site 

Town councillast Monday 
approved a $175,000 
purchase of land it has 
been leasing as a bulk water 

The town bought the 
property from the estate of 

It set up the water station 
at Canboro Road and 
Effingham Street in 2010. 
The water department sells 
potable water to individuals 
and private water haulers. 

Pelham had been leasing 
the land for $14,000 
annually. 

In a report, staff said the 
purchase allows the town 
to control all access to the 
property. By eliminating the 
rent, it will also provide for 
a better business operation. 


A garage on the site gives 
the town additional storage 

Before it had the station, 
Pelham earned $42,000 
annually from bulk water 
sales. By 2014, it received 
$97,000. With a new 
automatic payment system 
it expects even more 
revenue. 

Pelham moving 
away from 
cash grants 

Pelham is changing 
its grants policy to cover 
requests from not-for-profit 
organizations after the 
town's budget is set. 

Treasurer Cari Pupo said 
last Monday the policy 
will limit individual grants 
to a maximum of $2,500 
and provide council with a 
discretionary fund of up to 
$20,000 for use throughout 
the year. 

The new policy will move 
togrants-in-kindfortown 
labour during significant 
community events and away 
from cash grants. It will also 
limit the waiving of fees to 


special events rather than 
for regular meetings. 

The new policy will be 
brought to council later for 
approval. 

Transfer tax 
is relative 

Pelham passed a 
resolution last Monday 
supporting Quebec MP Guy 
Caron's private member’s 
bill, Bill C-274, which calls 
for equal tax treatment for 
family members and third 
party purchasers in the 
transfer of a small business, 
farm or fishing operation. 

Currently family members 
pay a higher tax rate than 
non-relatives.

Donations, traffic up at 
festival of lights 


The Winter Festival of lights is 
on track for another banner year 

After three weeks, officials 
have seen a 10 per cent increase 
in vehicle traffic and a 12 per 
cent spike in donations at Duf- 
ferin Islands in Niagara Falls. 

The festival is also a favour¬ 
ite for tour buses, as 173 have 
already been through the park— 
compared to 140 last season. 

"We're really excited. It's been 
going really good," said Tina 
Myers, the event's executive 

"The money (from dona¬ 
tions) goes towards the mainte¬ 
nance of the lights. Just to set up, 
tear down and maintain them 
through the year costs probably 
close to $200,000. Last year we 
got about $175,000 in donations, 
that all went towards die mainte- 

The 34th edition of the festi¬ 
val began Nov. 19 and continues 
until Jan. 31. 

Niagara Parks Commission 
has invested $300,000 on light¬ 
ing, programming and infra-

New additions include a 
10-foot tall 3D woolly mammoth 
as part of the Canadian wildlife 
displays at Dufferin Islands. 

There are also several illumi¬ 
nation-themed events through¬ 
out the entire 56-kilometre Nia¬ 
gara Parks, and a new $4-mil- 
lion LED lighting system that 
provides twice the lighting levels 
on the Horseshoe and American 
Falls. 

“We added 55 lights to the 
Canadian Niagara Power Plant 
We illuminated it all in green 
and red and that's part of a 
three-phase plan," said Myers. 

“We’re going to continue to 


add lights and then we're going 
to animate it 

'We also have... 60,000 lights 
all across from Dufferin Islands, 
so when you exit, now there's all 
these other illuminations that 
are right there on the trees." 

Myers said the festival is not 
just popular with tourists. She

"It was a gift store that was built in 
1960, and then it had a Cinema 180 movie 
theatre on top of it, which then became 
Brick City," Niagara Clifton Group presi¬ 
dent Charlie Burland said. 

Burland's family has owned property 
on the north side of the hill for 90 years.

Burland said his father wanted to open

He said construction on the 
2,500-square-foot Big Top Amazing Mir¬ 
ror and Laser Maze attraction began right 
after Labour Day, and the aim is to open 
between April and June. 

He said the Big Top Amazing Mirror 
and Laser Maze will cost about $3 mil¬ 
lion. 

"It's basically two attractions in one. 
You can do the mirror-maze portion, or 

you can do both." 

“You go through about half the mirror 
maze, and then you go into a few other 


tightrope walkers. 

Burland said his company has started 
marketing the attraction, including an 
information banner wrapped around the 
front part of the construction site.

Every¬ 
thing is pointing toward next year being 
as good as this year, if not better, but who

Region passes 
two-per-cent tax hike

With the approval of a 

regional council solidified 
a two-per-cent tax hike for 

The increase will mean 
the average household, 
with a home assessed at 
$240,500, will have to shell 
out an additional $28 for 
the regional portion of the 
property tax bill. 

The budget totals $1.1 
billion, with $479 million 
coming from Niagara’s tax 
and ratepayers. 

Despite setting its own 
budget increase guidance 
at one per cent when delib¬ 
erations got underway this 
summer, council in an 18-9 
vote opted to double that 
amount through the intro¬ 
duction of a one-per-cent 


infrastructure levy recom¬ 
mended by staff at the final 
budget meeting of the year 
last week. 

That additional one per 
cent, amounting to about 
$3.25 million, will be put 
into a council-mandated 
infrastructure deficit 
reduction fund for unspec¬ 
ified future infrastructure 

Grimsby Coun. Tony 
Quirk said he was both 
“concerned and skepti¬ 
cal" about the budget rec¬ 
ommendation being pre¬ 
sented so late in the game. 

Staff worked “aggres¬ 
sively” to ensure guidance 
was met because "we rec¬ 
ognized that the people of 
Niagara have a huge tax 
burden on top of every¬ 
thing else that's coming 
down the pipe in 2017,” he 
said, adding the new direc¬ 


tion defies that logic. 

The infrastructure def¬ 
icit, estimated at about 
$185 million, includes 
projects that have yet to be 
approved on a go-forward 
basis, Quirk said. 

He felt the process 
was premature until an 
updated asset manage¬ 
ment plan is in place, as 
well as the framework for a 
capital deficit strategy. 

An updated plan, which 
will identify the condition 
and lifespan of all regional 
infrastructure, is expected 
to be presented to council 
in early 2017. 

When the asset manage¬ 
ment plan is presented to 
council, a secondary report 
will also be prepared to 
show where the new levy 
dollars will be used.
